Poor Elwood, according to the ‘unhe- 
sitating opinion of the New York Jury, 
died from disease, and not as charged in 
the indictment. against Snow. This ‘is 
what Consul Bailey said on that point:— 

The defence is thet’ Elwood died of 
venereal disease, If this be true, is it not 
passing strange that'in soventy-four days of 
constant dontact with him by his ship-mates, 
on ship-board, where everything is known, 
where he was always under: the eyes of his 
officers, who are: proved to ba so inimical to 
him, that not even a suspicion existed that 
he had that disease until tour days before he 
died, when he was brought out of ‘the 
lazarette, manifestly in a dying condition, 
-coyered with wounds and bruises, when aud- 
denly it was asserted by the Captain, as o 
new discovery, that he had the venereal 
disease. Wright says in his oross-examina- 
tion in answer to a question by Captain 
Peabody, “I did not say that it-was venereal 
disease he had; you tried to get everybody 
on the ship-to say he ‘had the venereal 
disease.” But admitting that he hed syphi- 


litio disease and admitting that he recetved" 


all the blows, beatings, and . punishments, 
which are sworn to, and part of which are 
admitted by the Captain and his officers, 
were not these fearful strikings and punish- 
ments the immediate cause of his death ?.
